2. A corollary development of our study has been a 
consideration of those regulations that concern an Agency 
employee's responsibility for reporting changes in marital 
status. At present there is a regulatory procedure re- 
quiring employees to submit information on a spouse or 
intended spouse but there is no counterpart regulation 
requiring notification to the Agency when the employee’s 
marital status has been changed. Such information could 
very well have impact on the Agency's decision making 
processes concerning the employee. 


3. It Is requested that the Office of Personnel review 
those Agency regulatory procedures concerning an employee's 
need to report on marital status. From the review please 
determine how these procedures can be clarified to equip 
the Agency with the information It needs to make knowledge- 
able decisions concerning Its employees.
